The following paragraph describing the various stages of gladiolus growing has attracted so 
much attention and been quoted so many times that I am repeating it again for the benefit of new 
readers. 

“There is a fascination about growing glads that becomes a hobby, then a craze. There are five 
stages of interest in growing ‘glads.’ First you just grow them as an amateur, same as you would 
any other flower. Then as your interest in them increases you become a ‘fan,’ then a ‘bug,’ then a 
‘nut,’ then finally a ‘fiend.’ When you reach this final stage you are hopeless. You think of ‘glads’ 
all day, dream of them at night, spend every available minute of your time in the garden, talk of 
them, visit the shows, read all the catalogs and spend all your money on them. You will look lovingly 
at the last flower in the fall, will handle over your bulbs in the winter time and will hardly be able to 
wait till you can lovingly plant the bulbs in the spring. From then till the first bloom appears is a 
period of happy anticipation. When finally the spikes of blooms begin to appear you are in heaven.”’

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The Gladiolus Classification System 


The number after each variety name in this 
book denotes the official size and color classifica- 
tion of the variety as determined by the North 
American Gladiolus Council (NAGC for short), 
These classification numbers help you to visu- 
alize the size and color of the various varieties. 
Also at most shows this system is used for entries 
in the various classifications. 


Glads are classified in 5 sizes as follows: 


Miniatures 100 florets under 214” across 
Small 200 = florets 21%” thru 314” 
Medium 300 florets 314” thru 434” 
Large 400 florets 414” thru 536” 
Giant 500 florets 514” and larger 


For instance with Aureole 410, the 4 means it 
is the 400 size or between 414” and 53”. The 
10 indicates it is light yellow. The sizes as given 
are for flowers grown under ordinary good field 
conditions but they may vary a great deal when 
grown under different degrees of culture. 


Many people class the 100 and 200 size to- 
gether and call them all miniatures. Some 
varieties especially the needlepoint type actually 
measure 314” or larger but yet are definitely the 
small flower type. 


In measuring florets they are measured ‘‘as 
is’ without spreading them out.

Grow Glad Seedlings for Fun 


One of the most fascinating things about 
gladiolus culture is the raising of seedlings. Every 
plant raised from a gladiolus seed is different 
from any other ever produced. Like people they 
do not breed true. No one can tell you what you 
may get from any seed but many of them will 
please you and there is always the chance of 
getting a world beater.

To do this cover the seed 
row with burlap, aluminum foil or other material 
till they germinate. Water if necessary. Cultivate, 
feed and harvest as you would bulblets. Some 
people cover the soil between the rows with foil 
or roofing paper and hold the moisture in that 
way. Rows can be 6-12 inches apart. You can 
sow fairly thick in the row. They will find a place 
to grow.

Our Trial Ground 


We conduct a fine trial ground where we try 
out hundreds of seedlings from breeders all over 
the world. The growing conditions are good, we 
give them good ordinary culture but do not 
pamper them. We feel that if they do not pan 
out under good ordinary conditions they are not 
satisfactory varieties for introduction. 

We not only evaluate them ourselves but 
many people visit the planting and we get their 
reaction to the various kinds. We find that many 
breeders are not good judges of their own seed- 
lings or do not have the time or room to grow 
enough to evaluate them. We are unprejudiced 
and look at a seedling for just what it is no matter 
who the originator is. 

So if you think you have some good seedlings 
we will be glad to try them out at no cost to 
you. We will report to you our opinions on the 
seedlings and will return the bulbs in the fall if 
you want them and if you will pay the return 
postage. 

As to the number to send, we would like 6 
large and 6 medium bulbs if you can spare them 
but if not we will take any smaller amount. But 
do not send any till you have bloomed them 3 
years or more and do not send us any bulblets. 

We found some very nice ones last year but 
too many that just did not have what it takes. 
It takes a good one to get by now. 


Glads are easy to grow 


You can just stick the bulbs in the ground and 
with no care can often get really good glads, 
especially if you have plenty of rain. However, 
like everything else it pays to do things right 
and be sure of good results. I send a 6 page in- 
struction sheet with every order. The things they 
must have to be at their best are full sun, good 
drainage and plenty of water. Fertilizer is sec- 
ondary. 

Please read the instruction sheet before plant- 
ing. 


Southern Gardeners 


Every year we state in our catalog that no 
northern grown bulbs are ready to plant in 
Florida or anywhere else till about January 1st. 
They have to have a rest. Yet every fall we get 
a lot of orders and enquiries about bulbs to plant 
at once. THE ONLY WAY to have northern 
grown bulbs to plant from September to January 
is to order them in the spring or early summer 
and either put them in a cold storage or let us 
hold them in our refrigerator. We can hold only 
retail orders however. Large orders should be 
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put in storage at 35-40 degrees. The earlier you 
order the better because late in the season we 
are always out of many kinds. 

ORDER EARLY and get what you want. 


Changing color 


Let's settle this once and for all that glads do 
not change color except for the occasional sport 
that comes once in many thousands of bulbs 
planted. When you plant a certain variety that 
is the variety that will bloom unless it was 
labeled wrong. Some varieties die out while 
others propagate fast and so make the grower 
think they have changed. Some times a variety 
that has sported to another shade will revert to 
the original color. This is especially the case of 
pinks that sported white like Leading Lady. 


Identification of blooms 


We are always glad to identify a bloom if we 
can. If you do send us any for identification 
always send a part of a spike—at least 5 or 6 
buds and send them in the bud by air mail, if 
possible. Always when an open bloom is sent 
it arrives here with the color nearly all gone and 
usually decayed. 


For a long blooming season 


If you have glads you will want them over as 
long a season as possible. So plant early ones as 
early as possible and a succession every 10 days 
or so till about 70-80 days from your first killing 
frost. My long season specials are fine. Also the 
unlabeled collections will bloom over a long 
period. 


Blooming dates 


Definite blooming dates are misleading as 
they vary in different parts of the country and 
the same variety often blooms over a period of 
a month or more. So all we can say is they are 
early, midseason or late. 


Fertilizer 


About the first question a beginner asks ts 
“what fertilizer do you use?” Really if your soil 
as reasonably good you don’t need much fertilizer 
—g0 easy especially on nitrogen. Water is more 
important than fertilizer. 


Bulblets 


Bulblets are a good means of getting started 
in high priced varieties but remember they do 


not germinate 100% under the best conditions 
and so many things can happen and growing 
conditions vary so much that no one can guar- 
antee all bulblets to grow. If I were buying high 
priced bulblets I would peel them or at least 
crack the shells. Putting them in the sun for 
several hours also helps. Most varieties do 
germinate easily but sometimes bulblets are 
erratic in their behavior, germinating well under 
certain conditions but not under others. If you 
get bad or defective bulblets I will be glad to 
replace them but we cannot guarantee sound 
bulblets to grow 100%. 


Popularity 


Gladiolus is the most popular flower in 
America having recently passed the rose. Are you 
growing this most satisfactory flower? 


Gladiolus types and sizes 


Glads can be had in every size from the huge 
ones measuring up to about 8 inches across down 
to the smallest miniatures not much over an inch 
in diameter. There are devotees of all sizes. The 
largest ones are nice for garden specimens or for 
large vases in the house. The small and medium 
sizes are better for arrangements. At the shows 
you can enter all the five size classifications, tho 
in some shows they put the smallest classes 
together. The large ones are still the most popular 
with home gardeners but there is a very strong 
growing demand for the medium and small sizes. 
For modern apartments they are more suitable 
than the giants. 

As to type, there is about every conceivable 
form you can imagine. Nearly all varieties have 
ruffling of some sort. 


Spotted blooms 


In some varieties the color sometimes peels 
out or becomes spotted by rain or dew. However, 
uf the spotting is very bad it may be a virus of 
some sort that 1s carried by insects. DDT and 
Chlordane are the standard insecticides for thrips 
but to avoid the virus carrying insects you should 
spray or dust with some other material as 
Lindane or Pomo-green as these insects are not 
harmed by DDT. 

In the fall or after heavy rains sometimes the 
blooms become spotted by Botrytis. Spray with 
Ferbam for this. If your blooms become badly 
spotted during good weather and you think it is 
a virus, pull out the plants and destroy them. 


Wire Worms and Grubs 


Grubs often eat off the stem when the plants 
are young and kill the plant. Wire Worms eat 
holes in the bulbs and sometimes eat the stem 
enough to kill the plant. These worms are much 
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more numerous in sod ground or soil that has 
been in sod during the past two years. 

They can be avoided by sprinkling Chlordane 
in the trench or treating the soil in some way with 
Chlordane. If using it on top of the soil, plow or 
spade the ground and then rake in 3# per 1000 
sq. feet of surface. 


Guarantee 


We always try to satisfy our customers. If 
anything goes wrong or a variety is not true to 
name, we will do all we can to make things right. 

But, we do not guarantee bulblets to grow as 
so many things beyond our control can happen. 

And, we can’t guarantee the crop you harvest. 
Too much depends on weather and other con- 
ditions that we can’t control. However, if any- 
thing goes wrong just write us and we will do 
our utmost to help you. 

If you plant in wet soil you may get wonderful 
blooms but will probably harvest poor bulbs. 
Glads must have good drainage. Some kinds are 
especially allergic to the least excess water. 

If you give them poor growing conditions don't 
blame the bulbs. 


Blooms open 


The number open at one time varies greatly 
under different conditions and different years. 
I don’t know why. So, if a variety that should 
open 8-10 opens only 5-6 don’t condemn it on 
first trial. 


Opportunities 


There are countless opportunities in many 
towns for a live wide awake person to sell bulbs 
and flowers. It can be done as a side line at first 
and developed as the demand increases. Last 
year many persons wrote me to find out just how 
to go about it and where they could sell blooms. 
I can't give all the deatils. If you haven't initia- 
tive enuf to start you had better not try it. But 
here are a few pointers. 

If catering to florists you want only a few 
colors mostly pink, white, lavender and some 
red and yellow. Contact your florists and see 
what they can use. 

For roadside stands or direct sale to the public 
for bouquets you can use many colors and shades 
not found in flower shops. The public likes smok- 
wes and all shades rather than too many of the 
common colors which the florists use. Florists 
buy mostly for funeral and wedding work. They 
often charge so much for glad blooms the public 
doesn't buy many for house decoration. Better 
get started. 

Be sure to grow them well. But I would not 
grow #1’s for cut flower sale. #3’s will give fine 
bloom tf well grown. If you can irrigate and have 
good soil #4’s or even #5's will be satisfactory. 


Thrips Glads should not be grown near cucumbers or 
beans. They might get a virus from those tho 
Every year some customers write in that they sometimes ut affects the vegetables more than the 
received defective bulbs, that they did not bloom. flowers. 
If the plants grow well but do not bloom, AL- 
WAYS the trouble is thrips unless planted in 
shade where they sometimes come blind. Thrips Color 
can easily be avoided by either spraying or dust- 
ing according to the instruction sheet which goes 
with every order. When affected the buds dry up 
and do not open well. This used to be quite a 
problem but nowadays with the new insecticides 
there is no need of having thrips. Just spray or 
dust them every week or ten days and they 
should be perfectly clean. DDT is the regular 
dust for thrips but in some places they have 
become immune to DDT and then you should 
use Chlordane. At digging time dust with DDT Growing for Shows 
also. 


This is an age of color. You see it everywhere. 
There is no flower grown that can compare with 
glads in the great range of color. Practically 
every shade known is found in gladiolus except 
real blues. The blues are really mostly light or 
dark violet. So if you want color in your garden 
glads are the answer.

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Sizes of Bulbs 


Here is a diagram showing STANDARD sizes of bulbs 
as set up by the gladiolus industry. A #1 bulb is a bit 
larger than the circle. If it goes in the circle it is #2. The 
same with the other sizes. 


#1 size is 114 inch up in diameter. If 2 inches or larger 
it is called a Jumbo. 
#2 is 144-1) inch. 


#3 is 1-114 inch. In the Quantity or Wholesale list 
#4 is 34-1 inch. they are offered by these definite 
#5 is 144-34 inch. sizes. 


#6 is %-14 inch. 
#7 is below 3% inch. This size is often planted by the 
growers but not offered at retail. 


If you think you receive undersized bulbs just compare 
them with the drawing. You can make a good hand 
grader by pasting the drawing on a cardboard and cutting 
out the circles. You will often be surprised at the size of 
bulbs when you actually try them on the chart. 


AT RETAIL bulbs are offered as Large, Medium and 
Small. Large means #1 and 2 or either 1 or 2. Medium 
means #3 and #4, Small consists of either £5 or 6. Tho we 
put in 1, 3 or 5 for L, M and S when we can, #2-4 and 6 
are perfectly legitimate. Mostly both sizes are used where 
a quantity is ordered. 


Theoretically #1 bulbs are best and they often are if 
young bulbs not over two years old. Many people think 
the Jumbo bulbs seen in chain stores are best. This is all 
wrong. Many times these are old worn out bulbs that 
the growers have sold cheap as they no longer wanted to 
grow them. The growers want smaller and younger bulbs. 
Occasionally a variety like King Size needs Jumbo bulbs 
to get the very ultimate in size of spike and bloom. But 
some kinds do even better from medium size bulbs. And 
don’t think the small ones will not bloom. If given good 
care they should nearly all but not 100% bloom well and 
produce larger bulbs. I know a grower who produces 
wonderful four foot spikes from #5’s and good large 
bulbs. too. 

Of course if your conditions are poor and you can’t 
water them you need a larger bulb than if they had good 
well drained soil and plenty of water. 

Some varieties naturally make smallish bulbs, not 
producing #1’s till 3 years old. In such cases medium 
bulbs will give grand spikes. 


BULBLETS vary greatly in size. Those as large as #6 
bulbs are very large. Some kinds will make bulblets as 
large as #5 bulbs. Many kinds never produce large 
bulblets and if they don’t we can’t furnish them. The 
size of bulblets has nothing to do with their germinating 
ability or to the size bulbs they will grow into. 

Where we offer bulblets by count we put in the largest 
we have. When sold by package they are field run with the 
smallest ones screened out. I have often seen piles of pee- 
wee bulblets that have been taken out and discarded that 
germinated about 100% right in the pile.
